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Shouldering the challenge of forecasting the future

Most people talk about the weather. Others-simply complain about it. A 
few rare individuals live, breathe and dedicate Mein existence to the state of 
the atmosphere. 

Greg MacMaster is one of those individuals. 

“I love it,” he said. “What more can I say.” 

MacMaster grew up in northern Michigan, received his pilot’s license from 
NMC and joined the U.S. Air Force in 1981. It was in the Air Force that 
MacMaster received his formal meteorological training. Throughout his 10 
years in the service, MacMaster worked in Germany, issued forecasts for 
NASA, and for bombing missions in Libya, Desert Shield and Desert Storm, 
where forecast accuracy was — without question — crucial. 

In 1991, he moved back home and served as a meteorologist for several 
radio stations and TV 9&10, while teaching aviation weather classes at NMC. 
A year later he became chief meteorologist for TV 7&4, and still provides 
weather reports for seven radio stations throughout northern Michigan. 

Besides holding top professional endorsements, MacMaster has a shelf full 
of awards and citations recognizing his work in, and for, the industry. 

Because of his experience, and commitment to accuracy, a lot of people 
look to MacMaster for advice. Important people. The list is extensive: George 
Bush’s campaign team when wife Laura paid a visit to Traverse City; Gartner 
& Grasso Productions, which films a number of national commercials lo- 
cally; and actors and studios which frequently use the region for scenes in 
movies and television programs. 

Even common folk, like farmers, school administrators, and department of 
transportation personnel seek his ability to see the future, and how the weather 
might affect their schedules. Still others look to MacMaster for his ability to 
read the past, as in forensic meteorology. Weather conditions at a crime scene 
are easily forgotten he said, but technology allows him to see which way and 
how fast the wind was blowing, or how hard it was raining and what tempera- 
ture it was for virtually any given day or time. That information, too, can be 
crucial regarding insurance claims, pending litigation, or at trial. 

THE LOCAL FORECAST 

So with all his background, education and experience, can MacMaster an- 
swer the big question on everyone’s mind; What kind of winter can we ex- 
pect? 

“Thave no idea,” he joked, “but from what information we have, in relation 
to all the other factors occurring in the atmosphere...,” he said while fiddling 
with charts, graphs, maps, and other computer printouts, “I would say it’s 
going to be quite similar to last year.” 

And for those who chose to forget last year’s “dark months,” he offered a 


NorTHERN INSIGHTS

Christmas is the time of wide eyed wonder, when children’s eyes are 
aglow with happiness and surprise. Christmas also is a time of complete 
chaos when children are lost in the excitement of new toys and playing in 
the home. 

This is a reminder to help keep their precious sight safe. 

The eye is a fluid-filled ball about the size of a golf ball. It is protected 
by the bones of the skull. The frontal bone which makes up the forehead is 
very hard and acts as a shield to protect the eyes from above. The cheek 
bones and nose also act as guards to stop larger items from hitting the 
globe of the eye hard enough to cause internal damage. 

The danger is from smaller toys that can strike the eye without encoun- 
tering the ring of protection the bones provide. If the eye is struck directly 
by a fast moving small item, it can cause a shock wave to travel through 
the fluid that fills the eye and do great damage to the retina, with is very 
thin neural tissue that converts light energy into nerve impulses that our

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recap, Or precap. 

“Probably a white Christmas, Last year we had snow in early December, 
then it was dry and everyone was wondering ... but the snow came right be- 
fore Christmas. After that, we'll see the snow off and on again until Jate April,” 
he said. 

How much, how soon, how cold? 

He said that primarily depends on two key elements — where you live and 
the condition of the lake - Lake Michigan, that is. 

“Tf you take the lake out of the picture, our forecasting would be a piece of 
cake,” said MacMaster. “The wind, air and-water temperature, and how they 
affect each other, can make things very different between what we’ re experi- 
encing, and what has just been occurring in Wisconsin. 

“In addition, we have all seen it dry in Elk Rapids or Alden while a blizzard 
is occurring 20-some miles away in Mancelona. The terrain of notthern Michi- 
gan is such that everyone is not experiencing the same weather at the same 
time. They may eventually, but a lot of the time it all depends on the wind, its 
speed and direction.” 

TRENDS AND PATTERNS 

When asked about warming trends, and the recent pattern of seemingly- 
milder winters, MacMaster said he believes it’s all part of an on-going cycle. 
After extensive study and research, MacMaster has come to the conclusion 
that both weather and lake levels are following a 60- to 80-year cycle. He said 


_we’re about two-thirds of the way through that cycle, and should see an in- 


crease in aggressive true weather conditions over the next 7-10 years. 

Human factors, affecting the environment and atmosphere, have also played 
a role in that cycle, but MacMaster believes increased awareness and action 
will help balance those factors back to a more stable, natural state dictated by 
Mother Nature. 

“There’s a lot of talk about how we, as humans, have messed things up,” he 
said, “but I don’t necessarily believe that we are headed toward a permanent 
state of warming. There is so much involved. 

“Certainly, we (as humans) have done things that have affected the rate at 
which the atmosphere holds heat, but I honestly believe we are now actively 
working to curb and fix those factors, allowing the atmosphere to return to its 
own pattern of development.” 

Forecasting that “pattern of development” within the air, wind, water and 
atmospheric conditions of northern Michigan, is what makes MacMaster’s 
job interesting, and him so passionate. 

“T never got into broadcasting to simply be a talking head,” he said. “I do it 
because it’s a responsibility that I take very seriously. When people rely on 
you for their livelihood, or because what you tell them will allow them to 
make a decision that affects a lot more people — that's important ~ and a 
responsibility | am honored to carry. Is it easy? No. Is it a challenge? Yes. but 


brain can then use. It is like wallpaper on the inside of our eye and has 
the strength of wet tissue. 

A small shock to the front of the eye can be transferred by the fluid to 
the back of the eye, causing retinal tearing, holes or a retinal detachment. 
Nerves have no ability to heal and damage to them is usually permanent. 
A poorly aimed BB gun ora misdirected slingshot can cause permanent 
vision loss or blindness in the blink of an eye. 

Although we want to avoid scratches to the eye and particles in the eye 
which can be painful and may require treatment. usually they do not 
cause permanent loss of sight. 

So, this Christmas or any other time. keep those eyes safe. Remember, 
anything that can get inside the protection of the bones and that moves 
fast is potentially a blinding missile. Children need to be warned of the 
dangers. instructed on safe usage and most times should have adult su- 
pervision. Be safe, be careful and have a wonderful holiday season.

Eveline clerk 
addresses issues 
of recall effort 


TO THE EDITOR: 


As one of the two persons subject to recall activity by 
the “Eveline Preservation Group” I believe I should be 


given the opportunity to respond to the article in your : 


Dec. 18, 2002 edition. 

The Eveline Township board of trustees is comprised 
of five residents of Eveline Township elected to repre- 
sent all 1,560 residents of the township. The Eveline 
Township Planning Commission is comprised of five resi- 
dents who volunteer to serve for three year terms on a 
staggered basis. 

The planning commission: is responsible for, among 
other things, providing a master plan and zoning ordi- 
nance to provide a stable and sound environment for the 
orderly development of the township. 

The Eveline Preservation Group is a group of 10 to 20 
self-appointed residents of a small area of the township 
who demand special treatment to the detriment of all other 
residents of the township. 

The planning commission and board worked for nine 
months in 2001 to develop rules and regulations to not 
only permit, but control, the orderly development of wind 
turbine generators in Eveline Township. The preserva- 
tion group never got involved in the process until a re- 
quest was received from a local property owner to install 
them. From that day forward they have tried by intimida- 
tion, lawsuits, and recall, to get the legally authorized 
actions of the township boards reversed. They have made 
many mistakes in the process, such as: 

1. Demanding the board rescind the ordinance, which 
is not legal. 

2. Requesting the board of appeals to overrule the board, 
which is not permissible in the ordinance. They have cop- 
ies of the ordinance. 

3. Demanding the planning commission to change the 
tules to suit them. 

4. Ignoring the zoning ordinance to demand changes. 

They have always blamed someone else for their mis- 
takes. The recall process is just one of many of their mis- 
takes, which they blame on the county clerk’s office. 

A recall petition does not have to be truthful - it just has 
to be readable by the residents of the township. That's 
what the current recall petitions about me and the super- 
visor are - readable, not truthful. 

When the original petitions were filed in August the 
“Preservation Group” was given copies of the laws per- 
taining to recalls, as | was. It very plainly states that sig- 
natures must be filed within 90 days of signing. Petitions 
themselves are valid for 180 days from origination. They 
could not bother to read the section regarding filing of 
signatures and therefore kept their petitions too long. Now 
they want the county to pay them for their mistakes. 

{ thought volunteering meant you donated your time 
and effort to a cause that you felt was worthwhile. I admit 
that I get paid for my time and effort but I spend as much 
as 40 hours per week being a public servant for the entire 
Township, not just a select group of people.

‘Poor farm’ 
evolved into the 
modern-day 
Grandvue 


(The following column, submitted by members 
of the Grandvue Auxiliary, will be a regular fea- 
ture of The Citizen-Journal. Grandvue Medical 
Care Facility is located in East Jordan.) 


With the expansion of Grandvue Medical Care Fa- 
cility well underway, the Grandvue Auxiliary thought 
that it would be of interest to reflect on Grandvue’s 
roots and the services it provides to the community. 
Over the next few months, we would like to present 
a history of Grandvue along with the way the facil- 
ity has evolved over the years to accommodate the 
needs of Charlevoix County and northern Michigan. 

In 1885, George Haynor sold 80 acres to 
Charlevoix County for $2,500, and in 1891 the 


Charlevoix County Poor Farm was established on 
the property. A 16-year old boy and 10-year old girl 
were the first residents. 


From 1891 to 1949 over 500 people lived and 
worked on the grounds. This establishment fulfilled 
a need in the community by providing a place for 
those who had no other place to go. Some people 
came during the winter months to get out of the cold, 
some came for help with medical problems, and oth- 
ers became residents because there was no one in 
their homes to care for them. 

Due to medical needs, an infirmary was added in 
1949, complete with an x-ray and maternity ward. 
Seventy-five babies were born in this infirmary. 
Hilda Hartlep Watkins was asked in to help establish 
the infirmary, with the understanding that the project 
would take “a few months,” 

This infirmary became the Grandvue Hospital, 


“which in turn became the Grandvue Medical Care 


Facility in 1958. 

Hilda’s “few months” stretched into 28 years of 
service. 

Hilda’s dedication to Grandvuc is not a unique situ- 
ation. On Nov. 28 of this year, Grandvue held its an- 
nual Employee Appreciation Ceremony at which staff 
members were recognized for their years of service 
through certificates, pins, and longevity checks. 

Of the approximately 160 employees, 40 have 
completed at least fave years of service, and 34 em- 
ployees have been on staff for more than 10 years,

Bast Jordan bowling enthusiast Terry Petrie has been bowling so long, he 
can't remember learning. 

“My dad always says that he can’t remember how old I was, but they couldn’t 
get shoes small enough for me,” Petrie said. 

Apparently, the nearly life-long hobby has been a good fit for him, culmi- 
nating in his achieving a milestone most bowlers only dream of — a perfect 
300 game. 

“I was kind of in shock,” Petrie said of the moments after throwing the 
final ball of the game, which took place during a Traverse City doubles tour- 
nament. 

With a gaggle of East Jordan friends in tow at the tourney, the moment had 
the crowd on their feet. The first thing Petrie saw, he said, was a “sea of 
[upraised] arms all coming at me. | didn’t even make it off the approach.” 

Petrie had good reason to celebrate. In bowling, a 300 game sanctioned by 
the American Bowling Congress is a holy grail, achieved by only a small 
percentage of bowlers each year. In the official 199 1-92 season, for example, 
a total of only 14,192 bowlers nationwide claimed ownership of such an 
achievement. On top of that, the game was part of an astounding 812 series, 
which helped Petrie and his partner Nancy Gibson to a second place finish in 


the field of 400 or so teams. For that series, he averaged 266.66. 

The achievement was unexpected, to say the least, by the modest Petric, 
who averages around a 196 as a twice-a-week league bowler at Gemini Lanes 
in East Jordan. It’s the Gemini, though, that Petrie credits with making him 
the kind of bowler that has the potential to achieve such milestones. 

“You have to be accurate [at Gemini Lanes] to score,” Petrie said of the 
local alley. 

“This place is my biggest challenge. It's made me a better bowler.” 

To mark the milestones, Petrie will receive a ring for the 300 game, a ring 
for the 800 series, and a watch for a game with a score of more than 100 pins 
over his average, all from the American Bowling Congress. 


PETRIE ISN’T the only bowler who’s hit big heights at Gemini recently. 
According to owner Bill Werner, local resident Karen Thomas bowled a 264 
game and 714 series at the alley. Thomas has been a long-time league bowler 
at Gemini Lanes, and recently upgraded her equipment. which, according to 
Wemer, is key. That, and a love for the game. 

“She really enjoys the game a lot.” Werner said, * 
when you become a good bowler.
